Need To Work Together 

There is some difference of opinion on Main St. as 
to whether the Santa Clans parade actually contributed 
to an increased business on Saturday, but there can be 
no doubt that the parade made a deep impression 
upon those who saw it, an estimated 8,000 to 10,000 
people, and that impression will help encourage a good 
opinion of Newmarket as a shopping centre. 

However, that benefit can be lost within the next 
few weeks unless there is agreement upon hours and 
holidays. Boxing Day is definitely a holiday but there is 
some agitation to make the Tuesday following a holiday. 
That should be decided as quickly as possible and the 
decision widely advertised. Some merchants are stay- 
ing open at nights and on Wednesdays*. Others are 
uncertain. Still others have not considered later hours. 
All will benefit if there is uniformity here. Nor is it 
too late to undertake a decoration of Main St. with 
evergreens or tinsel, which in their contribution to the 
Christmas feeling, help again to encourage a good

Last year, service in these matters was given by 
the Chamber of Commerce Which has since become in- 
active. There is now no suggestion of a merchants' 
association on Main St. which can foeits attention 
upon these problems and contribute towards their sol- \ 
ution.

■■'■ Social security is a fine phrase, used effectively 
by all Canadian political parties at election times. But, 
when carefully examined, it loses much of its meaning. 
Security of the country from war is something that no 
party can guarantee. Financial security for individuals 

from cradle to grave is unusually thought to be denoted 
by the - phrase, but such social security plans as have 
already been put into force do not appear to have less- 
ened tlie need for private charity on a large scale. 

'•Arithmetic and politics do not coincide wften it 
comes to spending public funds. To an arithmetician 
it seems that if you tax everybody for a social service 
and spend the money so collected, nothing has been added 

to Society's wealth. Some individuals may have bene- 
fitted— notably- the civil servants who get jobs col- 
lecting or spending the money. Even they might be 
better off if, they had jobs outside the civil service. 
For the remainder of the population, even for those 

who pay no direct taxes and receive government hand- 
outs, social security is a costly delusion. The estimated . 
cost of the baby bonus for the latest complete fiscal 
year is $271,000,000. The estimated receipts from the 
Dominion sales tax for the same period are $391,-100,- ;. 
000.; Thus if the baby bonus were wiped out, or even 
restricted to those families who really need it, the 
sales tax could be cut to about three percent, with no 
net reduction of federal revenue. The consequent re- 
duction in living costs would ease the struggle of earners 
of small incomes. The baby bonus makes their struggle 
harder. 

The arithmetic of this is simple enough for the aver- 
age sixth-grade pupil. Einstein himself would be 
baffled by the arithmetic of those politicians who preach 
that taxation and living costs can be brought down at 
the same time as all the costs lumped together under 
the head of social security are going up.

CJeiierally speaking^ farihei^^ carry little in the 
way of insurance, idealise of the high premiums inquired 
by reason of the lack of fire figjitiiig equipment. It 
therefore behooves these farmers, to use every, pre- 
caution to attempt to keep their properties from being 
consumed by flames. , .-- : : 

ln this particular ease, gasoline was kept in a 
glass jar. which broke, allowing gasoline fumes to 
be ignited by : a lantern. In all probability, had a metal 
can been in use, and particularly a safety can, this fire 
would have been avoided. ^ 

Gasoline is oho of the. most dangerous liquids 
in use in our modern civilization. It should always be 
treated with the f greatest of respect.,; It has been stated 
thM one teaspoon of gasoline, in vapor, ignited is more 
powerftd than TNT. Fe\v^fttrmera would play around 
with TNT, and it follows that they should be more 
careful with gasoline. ^ 

We are not suggesting that all farmers are care- 
less, but the suggestion at the beginning that farmers 
should look over their fire protection methods, we feel, 
is a warning that they should take to assure them- 
selves of all possible safety within their own means. 



Swift Current Sun 

The implications of the report by Mr. Justice It. L. 
KoJloek following his inquiry into the S.S. . Noronic 
disaster, which took 118 lives at the dockside in Toronto 
on September 17, are many. The recommendations 
made in the report are highly revealing, all leading 
to avoidance of any further such disasters. There was 
severe /censure for the Canada Steamship Lines, the 
captain of the ship and mention of "laxity" by govern- 
ment inspectors." 

In the last comment we think we find the key to 
the conditions on the Noronic. We t h i n k censure 
could have been equally plastered on those who should 
have made it their business to see that such a disaster 
could hot have occurred. It seems to us that if the 
multitude of government inspectors throughout the 
nation, Who should make it their business to see that 
safety, measures are observed, did their job meticulously 
that certainly the loss of life would not have been so 
great.. 

The judge ruled that the company failure to take 
proper precautions was responsible for the loss of life 
. and loss of the ship. But if there are safety regula- 
tions applicable to these inland water passenger ships, 
and they were not observed, why were they not pros- 
ecuted on recommendation of the inspectors? As usual 
the barndoor is locked after the horse is stolen. 

'-In this case the result was terrible, one of the 
worst disasters of its kind in Canadian history. Cer- 
tainly :;jt h high time that all carriers, on laud or sea, 
should come under the strictest su|K*r vision as lo safety 
regulations and this should also apply to all public 
buildings, particularly hotels which cater to the public 
and apartment houses. Local, provincial and Dominion 
bodies responsible for safety regulations should, take 
a lesson from the Moronic disaster and act right now.
